Living Cost 
Is Issue in 
Auto Wages 


DETROIT (AP) - The cost of 


living may turn out to be the 
No. 1 stumbling block in this 
year's new contract negotiations 
in the automative industry. 


The issue will be how closely 


wages should be tied to the gov- 
ernment's consumer price in- 
dex. This issue alone could trig- 
ger a major strike. 


A cost-of-living formula has, 


since its inception in the 1948 
automative contracts, added 97 
cents to what now is an average 
hourly rate of $4.02 at the Big 
Three— General Motors, Ford 
and Chrysler. 


After a seven-week strike at 


Ford in 1967, the companies won 
a formula change that limits 
cost-of-living increases to eight 
cents an hour in any year.

Cambodia 
Restore Ties 


SAIGON (AP) - South Viet- 


nam and Cambodia announced 
today they have agreed to re»es* 
tablish diplomatic relations and 
exchange ambassadors. 


The announcement was made 


at the South Vietnamese For* 
eign Ministry after meetings be* 
tween Cambodian Foreign Mln* 
ister Yem Sambaur and offi- 
cials of the Saigon government. 


Diplomatic relations between 


the two countries were broken 
in 1964 because of a series of 
border incidents. Moves toward 
a resumption began after Cam* 
bodia's chief of state, Prince 
Norodom 
Sihanouk, 
was de- 


posed on March 18, and the Viet 
Cong 
and 
North Vietnamese 


forces in Cambodia inflicted a 
series of defeats on the Cambo- 
dian Army. 


Sambaur arrived in Saigon 


Monday, and a communique an- 
nouncing the resumption of dip- 
lomatic relations was expected 
Tuesday. But the announcement 
apparently was delayed a day 
by discussion of disputed off- 
shore islands in the Gulf of 
Slam and the handling of ethnic 
nationals of each country living 
in the other.

Age of Moon Rock 
Estimated to Be 
4 Billion Years

(AP) — A rock which may date 
from the birth of the solar sys- 
tem lias been found among the 
moon samples brought to earth 
by Apollo 12, officials here say. 


The rock, about the size of a 


lemon, "has an apparent age of 
4.6 billion years, clearly the old- 
est 
rock 
yet found on the 


moon," and older than any rock 
found on earth, the officials 
said. 


Some meteorites, wliich land 


on the earth and moon from 
space, have been found to be 4.5 
to 4.6 billion years old, but the* 
Apollo 12 rock is the oldest ever 
discovered to be native to the 
earth or to the moon. 


"To discover a rock on a 


planet that is the same age as 
the planet is very significant," 
Dr. Paul Cast, chief of lunar 
and 
earth 
sciences 
at 
the 


Manned Spacecraft Center, said 
Tuesday. The find indicates that 
the surface layers of the moon 
have changed very little since 
the formation of the solar sys- 
tem, he added. 


He said the rock lias about 20 


times as much uranium, tho- 
rium, and potassium as any oth- 
er lunar rock examined. He said 
its natural radiation, wliich is 
harmless, is also much higher 
than the other rocks. 


Cast said tests will be con- 


ducted on the rock to determine 
if it contains the decay product 
of iodine 129 a short-lived and 
now extinct isotope which is 
thought to have been produced 
during the birth of the solar sys- 
tem. 


Since meteorites also contain 


decayed iodine 129, he said, the 
origin of the moon and the me* 
teorites would be linked. 


"Jt would support the present 


theory that all the planets were 
formed at the same time," he 
said. 


Anthony J. Calio, director of 


science and applications at the 
Manned Spacecraft Center, said 
the rock looked no different 
from the others in the Apollo 12 
moon samples. 


He said the unique nature of 


the rock was discovered when 
scientists processed it through 
the radiation counting laborato» 
ry. Its high degree of natural 
radiation caused the scientists 
to set it $sj4e for a closer look. 


T^e rock was later cut and 11 


scientists 
conducted 
isotopic 


studies on it, trying to deter- 
mine its age. 


Cast said the age was deter- 


mined by measuring the ration 
of strontium 87 and rubidium 87. 
Strontium 87 decays into rubidi- 
um 87 over a known period of 
time, 
establishing an atomic 


clock which can be used to 
measure age.

little to lose by interminable 
guerrilla war in which it is not 
directly involved. It could reck- 
on that the losers would be the 
superpwoers, who because of 
strains generated by such ten-

race. The superpowers must 
worry about the possibility of a 
mutually destructive 
conflict, 


but China, meanwhile, can pi»r» 
sue its goal of leading a "third 
world" revolution. 


It is little wonder that Moscow 


exploded with frustration. Prav» 
da's May 18 editorial of 7,000 
words was a cry of pain and 
outrage, accusing Mao of trying 
to take over the whole "national 
liberation movement." Mao, it 
said, dreamed of a "great Chink 
that would rule at least Asia, if 
not the world." It said Maoism 
betrayed world revolution. Jt 
hinted Peking was leading the

Scott said today the withdrawal 
of U.S. forces from Cambodia 
could render moot—or unneces* 
sary— an amendment to halt 
spending for American opera* 
tions there, But Democratic 
Leader Mike Mansfield said the 
issue "cannot and will not be 
avoided." 


Scott said he considers a Sen* 


ate vote likely by June 15. He 
said by that time, he expects 
most American troops will be 
out of Cambodia.

$1,000 Per 
Day Cost at 
Hospitals?

WASHINGTON (AP) - A pre- 


diction that hospital costs will 
reach $1,000 per day In the na- 
tion's major cities in 10 years 
has spurred new efforts in the 
Senate Finance Committee to 
put reins on medicare and medi- 
caid outlays. 


Sen. Abraham A, Rfbicoff, D- 


Conn., told a reporter as com- 
mittee hearings resumed Tues- 
day, "We must find some ef- 
fective way to control these 
costs. 


'' They affect all segments of 


the health industry— physicians, 
hospitals, nursing homes, and 
other providers of services." 


Sen. John J. Williams, R-Del., 


senior Rept&lican on the panel, 
said he feared the spiraling 
costs of the two big health pro- 
grams could affect the solvency 
of the federal government. 


Ribicoff said the prediction 


about 1980 costs were made by 
highly 
competent 
sources- 


Mark Berke of San Francisco, 
former president of the Ameri- 
can Hospital Association, and 
Dr. Philip Lee, former assistant 
secretary for health and scien- 
tific affairs in the Health, Edu- 
cation and Welfare Department. 


He said they forecast daily 


costs of $400 in rural areas, $600 
in medium-size cities, and $1,000 
in major urban centers. 


The $1,000 figure would be al- 


most 10 times the highest rate 
now, even in New York City. 


Jack A. L. Hahn of Indianapo- 


lis, AHA president-elect, dis- 
agreed that hospital costs would 
reach such nei^bts in tne next 
decade except in very special 
situations.

costs were going to continue to 
increase sharply. AHA studies 
show that the average cost will 
likely reach $U9.50in 1973 com. 
pared with $81.66 per inpatiem 
day this year, he toW the panel. 


When asked if tne average 


person would pay such fees, 
Hahn said he djd not believe the 
individual could do so. 


•'He is going to have to spread 


the costs over his entire lifetime 
through some form of insurance 
and they are going to have to be 
spread over all of society, he 
said.

the turn of events in Indochina 
as a disaster of sorts for Mos- 
cow, too. 


While the Kremlin hung back 


indecisively after the overthrow 
of Cambodia's Prince Norodom 
Sihanouk, Peking acted swiftly 
to capitalize on the situation. 
The result as of now is that Pe- 
king has a large section of the 
Asian Communist movement— 
along 
with Sihanouk—echoing 


Its cry for "protracted war.; 


If the American and South 


Vietnamese 
incursions 
into 


Cambodia happen to extend the 
war and make it less suscepti- 
ble to solution by negotiations, 
that could be just what Peking 
wants. Perhaps 
the situation 


now really is less susceptible to 
political solution. Sihanouk is 
denouncing the suggestion, hint- 
ed at not long ago by the Rus- 
sians, of a new Geneva-type 
conference on Indochina. The 
"protracted 
war" cry also 


seems to dim chances for any 
talks. 


Sihanouk is acting as if Pe- 


king owned him. His speeches in 
Peking, the base of his govern- 
ment-in-exlle, sound like a re- 
play of Mao's as he pledges 
Cambodia to "protracted war." 


Nations "who love freedom 


and justice," says Sihanouk, 
have recognized 
his govern- 


ment. This suggests that those 
failing to recognize him are no 
'•better than the "imperialists." 
•'The' Russians and Soviet-camp 
nations have not recognized the 
exile government though Sihan- 
ouk has asked them to. It seems 
the Russians never trusted the 
mercurial Sihanouk and proba- 
bly trust him even less now that 
he appears to be tucked Into 
Mao's back pocket. 


But Moscow wants to make 


points with Asia's Communists 
and thus may find itself forced 
to recognize Sihanouk. Russian 
diplomats then would have to 
leave Cambodia, perhaps not to 
return lor a long time, while Si- 
hanouk's allies carried out that 
"protracted war" with Peking's 
help.

Members of the Board of Direc- 
tors agreed to work with the Wa- 
ter & Light Commission on an 
overall study of Hope's water 
needs.

Post Office 
Reform Gets 
Panel O.K.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Legis- 


lation intended to put the postal 
service on a more business-like 
basis, 
and largely divorced 


from politics, has won the ap- 
proval of the Senate Post Office 
and Civil Service Committee. 


The Post Office Department 


would be replaced by an inde- 
pendent U.S. Postal Service run 
by a board of governors, who 
would select the Postmaster 
General and have authority to 
issue up to $10 billion in bonds 
for operating costs and capital 
improvements. 


Postal rates no longer would 


be set by Congress. Instead, 
they would be set by a -mem- 
ber rate-making commission, 
subject to review by the Post- 
master General, arid, the board 
of fP^sniors. 
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Also included In'the reform 


measure is an 8 per cent pay 
raise for postal workers, but the 
committee took no action on 
President Nixon's request for a 
$1.5 billion increase in postal 
rates. 


The only dissent came from 


Sen. Ralph W. Yarborough, D- 
Tex. Shortly before the commit- 
tee acted yesterday, he predict- 
ed enactment of the legislation 
would lead to "enormous in- 
creases in postage rates and 
continued cuts in service." 


Sen. Gale W. McGee, commit- 


tee chairman, said he hoped a 
committee report on the bill 
would be ready late next week 
but expressed doubt the Senate 
would act on it until after the 
present impasse over a military 
sales bill is broken.

Slow to Go 
Along 
The Hope Water and Light 


Commission met Friday after- 
noon, May 22nd , to review an 
engineering report by John E, 
Hawkins ana Associates on bring- 
ing water from Millwood Dam 
into Hope. 


The study was made on two 


alternate plans for delivering 
a maximum of 10 million gal" 
Ions of water per day. one plan 
would build an intake and pump 
station at Millwood Dam with a 
pipeline to a water-treating plant 
in the Mt. Olive area and pump- 
ing treated water from that point 
into Hope. This plan would make 
it possible to sell treated wat- 
er along the line, which would 
provide additional revenue. Four 
alternate routes were studied 
for the treated water line, but 
the report points out that the 
line should be located along the 
most pop-.ilated route. 
COST 6 MILLIONS 


The water-treating plant pro- 


posed would handle only 5 mil- 
lion gallons per day but could 
be expanded in the future to a 
10-million-gaJlon-per-day plant. 
Included in the overall plan was • 
one million gallons of addition- 
al elevated storage and 4V2 Inch 
pipe line connections from the 
transmission line, which would 
be a 30 Inch pipe, to connect 
into the existing water distri- 
bution system. Total estimated 
cost of the Installation is $6,- 
620,000.

would deliver* water Into.-Yellow 
Creek, with a small lake to be 
constructed In the McNaWFulton 
area. Water would be picked up . 
from this lake and pumped into 
a treating plant, with pumping 
equipment to pump the treated 
water Into Hope. The treated 
water line would generally fol- 
low the highway Into Hope. 


The estimated cost ol this de- 


velopment is $5,600,000. TWs 
route must be given further stu- 
dy, however, to determine what 
the additional water treating pro- 
blems would be after the water 
had followed the open creek from 
Millwood to McNab. 


The Southwest Water District 


has plans that ware completed 
to bring water into the McNab- 
Fulton area when Champion Pa- 
per Company was considering 
locating In that area. If that 
facility had been developed it 
would have further reduced the 
cost to Hope by another million 
dollars. Since Champion Paper 
did not build in the area, the 
Southwest Water District has had 
other interested companies look- 
Ing at the site but none of them 
have developed,
